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Give the Public a Chance 


The two members who represent the 
public on the State Milk Control Board 
have resigned and Acting Gov. Thompson 
is quoted as saying he would not move to 
fill the vacancies. 


Mrs. Robert H. Jones, Jr., merely said 
the pressure of other affairs necessitated 
her resignation. 


Mrs. Frank McCallister declared that 
her 18 months on the Board served to 
convince her that “there should be some 
changes in the organization and setup of 
the ... Board. 


“I was constantly impressed,” Mrs. Mc- 
Callister’s letter of resignation read, “with 
the fact that the two consumer members, 
representing the general public, had a 
minority voice as compared with the pro- 
ducers, distributors and producer-distribu- 
tors, and could always be outvoted.” 

The Board is comprised of eight mem- 
bers, two to represent the general public 
and two each to represent the groups 
named by Mrs. McCallister. This organi- 
zation of the body makes it a foregone 


conclusion that the interests of the pro- 
ducers, distributors and producer-distribu- 
tors will prevail regardless of the ability 
and conscientiousness of the public mem- 
bers. 

Both Mrs. Jones and Mrs. McCallister 
have served the public as well as possi- 
ble under the circumstances. They are 
to be commended for their continuous ef- 
forts to obtain a square deal for the con- 
sumer—but the fact remains they always 
could be outvoted. 

Moreover, another severe defect in the 
Board’s setup was emphasized by Mrs. Mc- 
Callister. She pointed out that the cost 
of operating the agency is paid by a sys- 
tem of licenses imposed upon the dairy 
industry, giving it a sense of proprietor- 
ship. 

We believe the only solution lies in 
abolishing the Milk Control Board as now 
constituted. But if it must be retained, 
the public certainly should be given equal 
representation with the dairy interests. 

Incoming Gov. Herman Talmadge 
would do well to ponder the problem. 


The Expected Police State Trick 


An unidentified British Foreign Office 
spokesman most aptly summed up the 
Western view of Premier Stalin’s charge 
that the democracies are planning a war. 


Said the spokesman: 


“It’s the usual totalitarian trick of ac- 
cusing other people of what in fact they 
are doing themselves.” 


The Kremlin chief accused the West of 
voiding an agreement reached at Paris 
for settling the Berlin dispute and at- 
tempted to blame us for the failure of*the 
August agreement. There never was, 
in fact, any agreement at Paris, though 
there might have been had it not been for, 
Soviet obstinance and a veto. 
Russian military commander, Marshal So-

Writers Stick to De wey as Winner 


WASHINGTON—The final Newsweek poll of 50 top-ranking political writers of the country again 


gives a unanimous verdict in favor of Gov. Thomas 


though by a slightly less margin than an earlier preliminary poll had indicated. 


Perhaps the most interesting feature of the 
‘Jatest poll is that it tends to confirm other esti- 
mates of the gains made by President Truman in 
ithe closing weeks of the campaign. These gains, 
‘however, are important only in indicating that 
“the President has succeeded in stopping the 
"trend against him—but hardly enough to give 
-him ony hope of victory. 

At the outset it should be said that the 50 

litical writers invited to take part in the 

sweek poll qualify as something of experts 
for the reason that they have followed closely 
the various stages of the Presidential campaign. 
Most of them have been out on the campaign 
trail with the main candidates. 


If their collective judgment may be ac- 
cepted, + Dewey, while looked upon as 
a sure bet to win, is not going to sweep the 
country with a landslide majority of popu- 
lar votes, as earlier indications had it. . 


The average of the estimates by the 50 
writers gives Gov. Dewey a plurality of, roughly, 
3,850,000 votes. To be subtracted from these in 
determining his majority standing are the 
2,235,000 votes which was the average estimate 
ef the strengtr to be polled by Henry Wallace 
in his third party movement, If another 1,000,- 
000 is added as the vote the Dixiecrat ticket is 
likely to poll, that would leave Dewey with an 
overal! majority of only 615,000 votes out of 
some 50,000,000 that are expected to be cast—a 
slim victory, to say the least. 2 


The. figures tend to show how, in the eyes 
of the political writers, the Democrats have 


erucified any hopes of victory this year by the

~ Im other words, but for the offshot move- 


ments the Democrats might have made a horse 
race out of the Presidential contest. 

As it is, the average answers of the writers 
see Gov. Dewey winning a minimum of 366 
electoral votes, or exactly 100 more than enough 
to elect. The highest estimate of his total was 
437 and the lowest was 298. Mr. Truman’s aver- 
age was 126 against a possible low of 41 and a 
high of 217. These figures represent modest 
gains for the President since the preliminary 
Newsweek poll was taken in early October. 
Gov. Strom Thurmond, of the Dixiecrat ticket, 
was given 39 electoral votes and Wallace none. 


poll is that the Republicans are no longer ex- 
pected to make the gains in the Lower House 
of Congress that they were back at the start 
of the campaign. None of the writers thought 
the Democrats would capture control of the 
Pv Se but many of them forecast Democratic 
gains. 


In the hotly contested battle over Senate 
control 20 of the writers forecast that the 
Democrats will either command a majority 
or the division will be 48 to 48 as between 
the two major parties. Most of the evidence 
points to a neck-and-neck race for Senate 
control, with the Democrats needing a net 
gain of four to put them on top. 


Never before have the correspondents tak- 
ing part in the Newsweek poll been unanimous 
in predicting the outcome of an election. Nor 
has a majority of them been wrong in naming 
the winner. 

It will be interesting to see how their ap- 
praisal of the situation stacks up with other 
polis against the final results.

The Fall season, insofar as bird 
dog lovers are concerned, will be 
officially ushered in at 8 m. 
today when the first brace in the 
puppy stakes is cut loose out at 
the Stone Mountain Field Trial 
Club’s course on Candler some 
nine miles south of Decatur.
